■   AN  ACT 
Concerning  the  Library  for  the  use  of 
both  Houses  of  Congress. 

B  E  it  enabled  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
books  and  map^  purchaftid  by  direction 
of  the  act  of  Congrefs,  palled  the  twenty 
fcrurth  of  April,  one  thoufand  eight  hun- 
dred, together  with  the  books  or  libraries 
which  have  heretofore  been  kept  feperate- 
Iy  by  each  houfe,  lhall  be  placed  in  the 
Capitol,  in  the  room  which  was  occupied 
by  the  houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  during 
the  lad  feflion  of  the  fixth  Congrefs. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  tnaeled,  That 
the  Prefident  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker 
of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  for  the 
lime  being,  be,  and  they  hereby  are  em- 
powered to  eftablilh  fuch  regulations  and 
reftriflions  in  relation  to  the  faid  library, 
as  to  them  (hall  feem  proper,  and  from 
time  to  time,  to  alter  or  amend  the  fame  : 
Provided,  That  no  regulation  fliali  b; 
made  repugnant  to  anyprovilion  contain- 
ed in  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  ftrtjber  enabled,  That 
a  Librarian,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Pre- 
fident of  the  United  States  folely,  (hall 
take  charge  of  the  faid  library,  who,  pre- 
vious to  his  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  oflice  (hall  give  bond,  payable  to  the 
United  States,  in  fuch  a  fum;.and  with 
fuch  fecurity  as  the  Prefident  of  the  Sen- 
ate and  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Repre- 
fentatives, for  the  time  being,  may  deem 
fufficient,  for  the  fafe  keeping  of  fuch 
books,  maps  and  furniture  as  may  be  con- 
fided to  his  care,  and  t'nefaithful  difcharge 
of  his  truft,  according  to  fuch  regulations 
as  may  be,  from  ti^r,  eftablifhed  for  the 
government  of  the  faid  library  ;  which 
laid  bond  fhall  be  dep  ifited  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Senate. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  jartber  enabled,  That 
no  map  (hall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  out 


of  faid  library  by  any  perfon  ;  nor  any 
books,  except  by  the  Prefident  and  Vice- 
Frefitient  of  the  United  States,  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Senare  and  Houfe  of  Repre- 
fentatives, for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  That 
the  keeper  of  the  faid  library  (hall  receiva 
For  his  fervices,  a  fum  not  exceeding  two 
dollars  per  diem,  for  every  day  of  necef- 
fary attendance  ;  the  amount  whereof, 
together  with  the  neceffary  expenfes  in- 
cident to  the  laid  library,  after  being  af- 
certained  by  the  Prefident  of  the  Senate 
and  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefenta- 
tives, for  the  time  being,  fhall  be  paid  out 
of  the  fund  anrfually  appropriated  for  the! 
contingent  expenfes  of  boih  H<  ? 
Congrefs. 

Sec.  6.  And 'be it  further  enabled,  ThM 
the  unexpended  balance  of  the  fum  <>l  five 
thoufand  dollars  appropriated  by  the  ac", 
of  Congrefs  aforefaid,  for  the  purclufe  of 
books  and  maps  for  the  ufe  of  the  twft, 
Houfes  of  Congrefs,  together  with  f;ich 
funis  as  may  hereafter  be  appropriated  to 
the  fame  ptirpofe,  fliail  be  laid  cut  under 
the  direction  of  ajoi.it  committee,  to  con- 
lit  of  three  members  of  the  Senate  and 
ihree  members  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefetof 
tatives.

AN  ACT 
Authorising  the  discharge  of  Lawrence 
Erb,  from  his  confinement. 
BE  it  enabled  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  cf  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That 
the  marflial  of  the  diftrictof  Pennfylvani- 
a  be  authorifed  and  directed  to  difcharge 
Lawrence  Enb,  late  a  collector  of  the  re- 
venue of  the  United  States,  in  the  county 
cf  Northampton,  in  the  diflrict  of  Pcnn- 
fylvania,  from  confinement ;  upon  ajudg> 
mcnt  obtained  againft  him  in  favor  of  the 
United  States  :  Provided  That  he  take 
fo  much  of  an  oath  impofed  upon  perfons 
imprifioned  for  debt  by  the  fecond  fecticn 
of  the  att,  entitled,  "  An  act  for  the  re- 
lief of  perfons  imprifioned  for  debt,"  as 
relates  to  his  not  having  transferred  his 
property  with  an  intent  to  defraud  the 
United  States;  and  that  he  fhall  affign 
and  convey  all  the  eftate,  real  and  pei- 
fonal,  which  he  may  now  own,  01-  be  en- 
titled to,  to  fome  perfon  or  pe>fo*a  lor 
the  ufe  and  benefit  of  the  United  States, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treaufury  :  Provided  also.  That  the  faid 
judgment  (hall  remain  in  full  force  againft 
any  eltate,  real  or  perfonal,  which  the 
faid  Lawrence  Erb  may  hereafter  acquire 
and  tiiat  procefs,  may,  at  any  time,  b« 
thereupon  illued  againft  the  fame.

DEBATE 
On  Mr.  Breckinridge^s  motion  to  repeil 
the-  aft  passed  last  session,  for  a 
ttew    organization    of  tit 
Judiciary  System. 

[  Mr.  Mason,  in  continuation.  ] 
Noiwithftanding  the  remarks  of  gen- 
tlemen, 1  am  inclined  to  think  thefe  ideas 
of  the  extreme  independence  of  the 
judges,  and  the  limited  powers  of  the 
legiilature,  are  not  very  o!d,lut  that  they 
ara  of  modern  origin,  and  have  grown 
up  fince  the  laft  feffion  of  Congrefs.  For 
in  the  law  paffed  lall  feffion,  that  very  law 
which  it  it  now  propofed  to  repeal,  is  to 
be  found  a  practical  expo'.ition  in  direct 
hoftility  with  the  principle  now  contended 
for  which  does  not  betray  that  facred  re- 
gard for  the  office  of  a  judge,  that  is,  on 
this  occafion  profeffed  :  in  that  very  law 
will  be  foundaclaufe  which  aboliflies  two 
diftrict  court*.  The  24th  Sec.  fays  ex- 
prefsly  "the  diftrict  courts  of  Kentucky 
and  Tenneffee  fhall  be  8c  hereby  are  abo- 
lifhed."  Will  gentlemen  tell  this  Houfe 
Low  this  exprefs  provision  came  into  the 
act  of  the  lart  feiiion  ;  and  will  they  fay 
that  though  they  voted  for  this  law,  yet 
no  power  exifts  in  the  legiilature  to  ibo- 
Iifh  a  court.  It  is  true,  that  it  has  been 
faid,  that  though  you  cue  down  two  dif- 
trict courts,  you  promoted  the  officers  by 
increaling  their  falaries  and  making  them 
judges  of  the  circuit  courts,  but  the  fact 
:o.  you  have  abolilhed  their  offices  ;  they 
ar*  judges  no  longer  of  the  diftnets  of 
Kentucky  and  Tenneffee  ;  and  they  are 
to  every  purpofe.  whatever  may  be  their 
name,  in  reality  circuit  judges.  Though 
you  have  not  Ironed  their  faiaries,  you 
have  deprived  them  of  their  offices. 
However,  therefore,  gentlemen  may  cal- 
culate as  to  the  benefit  or  injury  done 
thefe  two  judges,  the  principfe  is  not 
»ffi.*cled  by  any  rel'ult — th^ir  offices  are 
gone. 

It  is  not  enough  to  fay,  that  though 
you  deftroyed  their  offices  vou  offered 
them  others  with  higher  falaries.  You 
took  away  from  thein,  in  exprefs  terms, 
their  offices  by  abolifhing  the  offices.— 
'  tripped  them  of  their  offices, 
you  had  robbed  them  of  their  veiled  right 
and  then  to  make  friends,  offered  them  a 
compenfation  ;  but  whether  the  compen- 
fation  thus  offered  for  the  deprivation 
they  had  l'uffered,  was  reallyequivalent  to 
their  lofs,  is  a  mere  matter  of  calculation, 
and  does  not  affect  the  conftitutional 
principle.  It  is  proper,  however  to  ob 
ferve,  that  they  were  no  parties  to  the 
propofed  compromife,  and  that  indeed 
they  had  no  choice  left  them.  Thev  were 
obliged  to  accept  of  what  you  offered 
them  or  hive  nothing.  Iftheydidnot  a- 
gree  to  become  juiges  of  the  newly  or- 
ganized circuit  courts,  they  could  not 
remain  judges  of  the  diftricl  courts,  for 
thefe  courts  were  abfolutely  and  com- 
pletely abolilhed. 

Were  I,  Mr.  Prefident,  to  make  a  cal- 
culation on  the  comparative  increafe  of 
duties  and  additional  falaTy,  in  the  cafe 
of  one  of  thole  gentlemen  (Judge  Innes, 
of  Kentucky)  I  Iho.ild  have  no  h.utatio;i 
to  fay,  that  the  bargain  which  his  been 
made  without  his  coiiicnc,  and  without 
his  being  a  party  to  it,  is  a  very  bad 
one  for  hi.n.    Knowing  too  his  pa'r'iru- 

1  lar  Ikuation,  I  am  perfuaded  that  if  the 
law  had  left  him  any  election  between 
hisforner  and  new  filiation,  ha  would 
have  preferred  remaining  where  he  was, 
and  with  >ut  a  moment's  nefuition,  lie 
would  have  rejected  sour  profered  oro- 
motion,  as  it  is  called.  This  gentleman 
refidcs  within  a  very  fe.v  .niles  of  Frank- 
fort, where  as  diftrict  ju  Ige  of  Kentucky 

■  he  held  his  court.  Attached  to  domef- 
tic  life,  and  enjoying  all  its  felicities, 
engiged  in  and  pleafed  with  agricultu- 
ral purfuits,  he  was  never  under  the  ne- 
ceffity  even  during  the  feffions  of  the 
courts,  to  fleep  out  of  his  own  bed  one 
night,  or  to  be  feparated  a  fingle  day 
from  his  family.  He  could  every  morn- 
ing give  direction  for  the  management 
of  his  farm,  and  return  early  enough  in 
the  evening  to  fee  whether  his  orders 
were  executed. 

How  is  he  fuuated  under  the  change 
which  has  been  forced  upon  him  ?  In- 
ft?ad  of  attending  one  court  almoft  at 
his  door,  your  late  law  requires  him  to 
attend  four.  The  Ueareft  at  Bairdilown, 
fifty  or  fixty  miles  from  home.  You  o- 
blige  him  to  travel  through  dreary  and 
inhofpitable  regions  to  the  North  Weftern 
territory,  fomething  fhort  of  an  hundred 
miles  and  much  greater  diftances  to,  and 
through  Hill  worfe  countries,  Knoxville, 


;nfpeaS-^- 


and  Nafhville,  in  Tenneffee.  In  going 
from  one  to  the  other  of  thole  lsft  meni- 
oned  places,  he  will  have  to  pafs  through 
the  country  of  the  Cherokee  Indians, 
nearly  one  hundred  miles  over  the  Cum- 
berland mountains,  where  he  will  be  ex- 
po fed  to  every  incLmcncy  of  weather, 
without  a  flicker  to  retire  to,  for  there 
is  not  a  hoafeora  hut  in  the  whole  jour- 
ney :  a  journey  in  which  all  travelers  are 
obliged  at  all  times,  and  unavoidable  r.e- 
ceffity,  to  deep  one  night  at  leaft,  and 
from  the  fall  of  rains,  and  rife  of  water 
courfes,  often  many  nights  without  a 
roof  to  cover  them  from  the  beating  o' 
the  ftorm  ;  and  moriover  where  they  are 
liable  at  every  ftep  to  be  robbed  by  the 
Indians,  as  I  myfelf  experienced  paffmg 
through  that  wilderncfs.  Can  it  be  fu p- 
pofed,  that  the  five  hundred  dollJIe^ici 
ded  to  the  falary  of  judge  Innes,  (hoftld  by 
a  perfon  fituated  as  he  was,  be  deemed 
a  lufficient  compenfation  for  the  addition- 
al duties,  the  toils,  the  dangers,  and  the 
deprivations,  to  which  that  lav,  futoeeteJ 
him  ?  In  continuing  to  ferve  his  coun- 
try, I  am  fure  he  mu'l  h:.ve  been  influ- 
enced more  by  a  fenfe  of  duty  thaja  1 
regard  to  private  intereft; 
that  the  change  was  in  any  re 
tageous  to  him. 

By  the  7th  Section  of  the  ^i-.v  of  the 
laft  feffion,  which  transforms  the  diftricl 
into  circuit  courts,  which  melts  down 
the  judges,  and  recoins  them,  it  is  enact- 
ed, That  there  (hall  be  a  circuit  court 
compofed  of  one  new  circuit  judge  and 
two  old  diftrict  judges,  to  be  called  ike 
6th  circuit.  Have  you  not  then  eftabl'uli 
ed  a  new  office  by  the  deftruction  of  the 
old  one?  Have  you  not  d»ne  more? 
Have  you  not  violated  the  Conftitution 
l.y  dec1  aring  by  law,  who  (hall  fill  this 
new  office  ;  though  the  conftitution  de- 
clares Art.  zd  Sea.  ad  That  the  Prefi- 
dent (hall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  confent  of  the  Senate  lliall 
appoint  all  officers  which  fhall  beeftablih- 
ed  by  law; 

Where  were  thefe  guardiana  of  the 
Conftitution — thefe  vigilant  centinels  of 
our  righu  and  liberties,  when  this  (aw 
parted?  Were  they  afleep  upon  their 
poll?  .Where  was  the  gentleman  from 
New- York,  who  had  on  this  debate  made 
fuch  a  noble  (land  in  favor  of  a  violated 
Conftitution  ?  Where  was  the  A;  ax  Tale- 
man  of  hi*  party,  or  to  ufe  his  own  more 
correct  expreffion,  the  faclion  to  which 
he  belonged  ?  Where  was  the  hero  with 
his  feven  fold  fhield  ?  Not  of  bull's  hide 
— but  of  brafs — prepared  to  prevent  or 
to  punifh  this  Trojan  rape  which  he  now 
fecsmeditatedupoii  the  conftitution  of  his 
country  by  a  wicked fftlon  ?  Where 
was  Hercules,  that  he  did  not  crufh  thefe 
den  of  robbers  that  broke  into  the  fa'ne- 
tuary  of  the  conftitution  ?  Was  he  for- 
getful of  his  duty  ?  Were  his  nerves  un- 
ftrung  ?  Or  was  he  the  very  leader  of 
the  band  that  broke  down  thefe  conftitu- 
tional ramparts  ? 

I  fhall  now,  lir,  trouble  vou' with  a  few 
remarks  on  the  expediency  of  repealing 
this  law.  It  has  been  faid,  that  there  is 
nothing  peculiarly  difguftful  in  this  law  ; 
that  there  has  been  no  public  clamour 
excited  againft  it ;  that  it  Was  ena'cTed 
with  folemnity  on  calm  and  deliberate  re- 
flection ;  and  that  time  has  not  been  yet 
given  to^teft  it  by  experience. 

As  no  member,  wh«  has  taken  part  in 
debate,  was  a  member  of  this  body,  when 
ihe  law  palfed,  I  will  fay  fomething  of  its 
biftory.  I  am  not  difpofed  to  excite  the 
fenfibility  of  gentlemen  by  any  remarks 
vvhich  I  fhall  make,  or  to  call  up  unplea- 
fan:  recollections  of  pad  fcenes.  But 
when  I  hear  it  laid  that  this  law  was  paf- 
fed with  calmnefs  after  mature  reflection, 
and  that  we  are  now  in  a  fit  of  padion  go- 
ing to  do  what  was  thus  wifely  done,  I 
think  it  neceffary  that  the  public  fheuld 
have  a  correct  ftatement. 

It  is  true  that  under  the  laft  adminiftra- 
uon,  when  there  exiftcd  (what  I  truftwill 
never  in  an  equal  degree  exift  again)  an 
immoderate*  thirft  for  executive  patronage 
a  proportion  wa;  made  to  ellablifh  a  new 
judiciary  fyftem  ;  a  fyltt'.m  worfe  than  the 
prefent ;  as  it  propofed,  according  to  my 
recolluction,  38  judges  inftead  of  ifj. 
This  law  was  very  near  palfing.  It  was 
however  rcject.-d  in  the  Houfe  of  Repre- 
lentatives  by  a  very  fmall  majority.  But 
it  was  circulated  as  a  project  of  a  law  a- 
mong  the  people.  It  was  illy  received. 
It  was  thought  too  tank  a  thing,  and  met 
with  general  difapprdnation  throughout 
the  United  Slates,  as  far  as  I  ha.-e  been 
able  to  learn.  After  this  reception  it 
was  foftened  down  to  the  plan  introduced 
at  the  laft  feffion.  What  temper  accom- 
panied the  progrefs  of  the  bill  in  the  other 
houfe  I  know  not,  or,  if  I  did  know  would 
it  be  proper  for  me  here  to  fay.  But 
with  refpect  to  the  a  'ts  of  this  body  I  am 
lot  of  opinion  that  they  added  any  digni- 
ty to  our  common  :otirfe  of  procedure. 
The  bill  was  referred  to  a  committee, 
who,  though  it  was  very  long,  reported  it 


without  any  amendment.  Various  a- 
mendments  were  offered,  fome  of  which 
were  admitted  to  be  proper.  But  they 
were  not  received.  One  indeed  propofed 
by  a  member  from  Connecticut,  who  was 
chairman  of  the  committee,  and  was  then 
hoftile  to  the  plan  did  pals  in  the  early 
flages  of  the  bill  ;  but  on  the  Child  read- 
ing it  was  expunged.  All  amendments 
propofed  by  the  minority  were  uniformly 
rejected,  by  a  fleady  unflexible&  undevi- 
atirg  majority.  I  confefs  that  1  law  no 
pafiion,  but  I  certainly  did  fee  great 
pertinacity;  foinethinglike  what  the  gen- 
tleman from  Connecticut  had  termed  a  » 
holding  fast.  No  amendments  were  ad- 
mitted— when  offered  we  were  told  no; 
you  may  get  them  introduced  by  a  rider 
or  fupplcmentarr  bill,  or  in  any  other 
way  you  pleafe  ;  but  down  this  bill  mull 
30 — it  muft  be  crammed  down  your 
j.-throats  ;  this  was  not  the  precife  phi  ale, 
but  fuch  was  theamountof  what  was  faid. 

I  will  fay  that  not  an  argument  was  ur-  | 
ged  in  favor  of  the  bill,  not  a  word  to  J 
lliew  the  neceffity  or  propriety  of  the 
change. — Yet  we  are  told  that  there  was 
great  dignity,  great  folemnity  in  its  pro- 
grefs and  pafl'age  ! 

But  there  is  fomething  undignified  in 
thuc  haftily  repealing  this  law  !  In  thus 
yeilding  ourfelves  to  the  fluctuations  of 
public  opinion,  fo  we  are  told  ! — But  if 
there  be  blame  on  whom  does  it  fall  ?  Not 
on  us,  who  reflected  the  publie  opinion 
when  this  law  was  paffed,  and  who  ftill 
refpect  it.  But  on  thofewho  in  defiance 
of  public  opinion  paffed  trig  law,  after 
that  public  opinion  had  been  decifively 
exprefied.  The  revolution  in  public  opi- 
nion had  taken  place  before  the  intro- 
duction of  this  projefl  ;  the  people  of  the 
United  States  had  determined  to  commit 
their  affairs  to  new  agents  ;  already  had 
the  confidence  of  the  people  been  trunf- 
ferred  from  their  then  rulers  into  other 
hands.  After  this  expofition  of  the  na* 
tional  will,  and  this'  new  depolit  of  the 
national  confidence,  the  gentlemen  fliould 
have  left  untouched  this  important  and 
delicate  fubject  ;  a  fubjc6t  on  which  the 
people  could  not  be  reconciled  to  their 
views  even  in  the  flood  tide  of  their  pr\v- 
er  and  influence  ;  they  fhould  have  for- 
borne, till  agents  better  acquainted  with 
the  national  will,  becaufe  more  recently 
conftituted  its  organs,  had  come  into  the 
government  This  would  have  been 
more  dignified  than  to  fcize  the  critical 
moment  when  power  was  pafling  from 
them,  to  pafs  fuch  a  law  as  this.  If  there 
J  is  error  it  is  our  duty  to  correct  it  ;  and 
the  truth  was,  no  law  was  ever  more  ex- 
ecrated by  the  public. 

Let  it  not  be  faid  p->ftpor,c  the  repeal 
till  the  next  feffion.  No.  Let  us  reftore 
thofe  gentlemen  to  private  life,  who  have 
accepted  appointments  under  this  law. 
This  will  be  doing  them  greater  juftice, 
than  by  keeping  them  in  office  another 
year,  till  the  profeffional  buiinefs,  which 
once  attached  to  them,  is  gone  into  oriier 
channels.

—  The  whole  of  the  troops  which  wera 
•m  board  of  the  fleet,  amounted  to  30,000 
nen,  under  the  corn-Hand  of  Gen.  l.e- 
Clerc,  brother-in-law  t..  Buonapuae.  Be- 
nezeth  went  out  as  Maratime  Pr^fefiU- 
and  Villaret  Joyeufe  as  Admiral. 

Verbal  accounts  by  this  arrival  flare, 
that  the  United  States  of  America  are 
treated  with  very  little  refpeel  at  the 
court  of  Buonaparte,  in  confequence  of 
their  neutrality,  and  the  not  making  it 
a  common  caui'e  between  them  and  the 
Republic,  in  her  lattrwarfare. 

The  apparent  coolnefa  (hewn  on  the 
arrival  of  our  ambaffador  at  Paris,  is 
certainly  confirmatory  of  this  account.
